It 
was at once feared that the basis 
of the educational fabric would be 
touched. <A_ petition, signed 
citizens of both creeds to the number 
of 180,905, demanded that the pro- 
positton be subjected to the Nefer- 
endum. It was accordingly sub- 
mitted to the people, by whom it 
was rejected on a vote showing a 
majority of 146,129 against it. In 
the cantons—and itis to be borne 
in mind that they are noton an 
‘average Jarger than our counties— 
freedom of control, with the limit- 
ations that education shall be com- 
pulsory, free, and under civil auth- 
ority, is fplly exercised in educat- 
ional matters. The result is a 
thorough Public school system. In 
some cantons the historical facts of 
the common belicf arealone taught 
inthe schools. In others, the re- 
ligious instruction appertaining to 
one class of children is given on one 
day, and that suitable for a different 
creed is given on another day. In 
a third series of cantons no religious 
teaching is allawed in the schools, 
hut pastors and cures receive a yearly 
subvention for imparting religious 
instruction, at the discretion of the 
parents, outside. The methods, it 
will be observed, differ, But upon 
two points all are agreed. Educa- 
tion shall be controlled by the civil 
authorities, and the children of all 
creeds shall be educated together in 
secular matters, and shall thus be 
brought up as citizens of a common 
State. Above these local rules 
is the federal regulation under which 
the cantons, either individually or 
as body, cannot interferce with the 
practice of any one of their number. 
The canton of St. Gallen, which is 
alinogt as exclusively Roman Catho- 
lic ag Quebec, cannot, for instance, 
rise up and declare that Geneva—e 
canton that prefers the Publi¢school 
plan—shall have a Separate school. 
Our practice has ditfered entirely 
from that of the United Stotes or 
Switzerland, We have peymitted 
Quebec to force upon Ontario a 
school system that this province 
did not favour, and we have sat 
idly by while the same ageney has 
undertaken to press the same system 
upon the North-West, Tf Ontario 
cannot naw be set free the North- 
West can be; and Parliament 
should declare thgt the Territories 
shall heuceforth be at liberty to 
reject or adopt the Jaal plan as the 
Legislature thinks fit.
